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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on 1/18/2008 has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 30-33, and 36-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hattler et al 
(US 5,501,663). 

Hattler et al disclose in Figure an intravenous oxygenator comprising a twisted bundle of fibers 
(42) connected to a gas supply means (72) through a first connection (62) and to a gas evacuation means 
(73) through a second connection (64); the fiber bundles being disposed in series and having individual 
connection pairs; both bundles twisted in the same direction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 
rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 34 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hattler et al 

in view of Berry et al (US 5,125,902). 

Hattler et al disclose the claimed invention except for the fibers resting against an impermeable 

sheathing. Berry et al disclose in Figure 10 that it is known to use of sheathing to enclose a twisted bundle 

of fibers. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 

made to modify the invention as taught by Hattler et al with an impermeable sheath as taught by Berry et 

al, since such a modification would facilitate the insertion of the device into the patient (abstract). 

2. Claim 35 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hattler et al 
in view of Berry et al (US 5,098,376). 

Hattler et al disclose the claimed invention except for the fibers resting against an impermeable 
sheathing. Berry et al disclose in column 7, line 61 - column 8, line 2 that it is known to use a diameter of 
between 1 5 and 25mm. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the invention as taught by Hattler et al with a diameter of 15 to 25mm 
astaught by Berry et al, since such a modification would allow for the insertion of the device into narrow 
diameter vessels.
